The case of Mr. Stewart, the lobbyist at Wash- 
ington, presents a remarkable case of advertis- 
ing. Stewart is a lobbyist by profession; and re- 
fuses to inform the Committee of Congress to

The fact is, probably, that Stewart 
kept the most of the money himself; but his ve- 
hement protestations of fidelity, and his self- 
sought martyrdom, are nothing but advertise- 
meats to everybody having money to expend for 
legislation Here I am; you can entrast your 
business to me; I Will endure 0 m 
torture, and even death itself, before I will di- 
vulge.” The doctrine of the professional confi- 
dence of lawyers has never extended to cases 
where the lawyer was to induce men 
to crime. It is not likely, however, that Stewart 
to give the proceeds of his American lectures to 
American institutions, and the patronage which 
his lectures found has rendered his donation one 
of great magnanimity.
